And they likewiſe are willing to give what 
done deſires of them, though they ſhould 
Want it themſelves, If Mr. Oglethorpe 
Vas to deſire one of them to go with him 
to England, or any other Place, he would 
be willing; unleſs he had an old Father, 
who was helpleſs, and wanted his Aſſiſt- 
ance. They love one another, ſo that 
they venture their Lives for one another. 
They abhor Adultery: They provide for 
the Poor, the Widows, and Orphans. In

note obſcene Things, or Oaths; 0 
they learn them from the Europeans. 
Their Kings do not reign with abſolute 
Power, but give Counſel. The King 
propoſes to the Old Men, and the Old 
to the Young Men; after which it 1s 
put in Execution. They do not con- 
tradict one another with vehemence, but 
endeavour to agree; and if that cannot 
be, the Superiors are not angry. The 
King's Office is, to divide the Time; 
to. tell the Seaſon when to go a Hunting, 


when to Planting, and when to Harveſt. 


Likewiſe He is to attend the Sick, give 
them Phyſick, provide for Widows: and 


theſe are called, Kings or PEACE. 


When a King is not fit for his Office, they 
chooſe another. The Wiſeſt is their 


King; who doth not diſtinguiſh him- 


ſelf from others by Clothes. Beſides 


Theſe, they have War Captains. They 


give che King the Tenth of all they have. 


If a Preſent is made to the King, he doth 


not keep it, but diſtributes it among all, 
and keeps nothing for himſelf; and af- 
terwards they give him back the Tenth 
Part, or pretty near it.
